Americans.  All  three,  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  and 
Robert  F.  Kennedy,  had  a  dream,  and,  as  all  of  us  know,  each  man  dedicated 
his  life  to  t/w  fulfdlment  of  his  dream. 

Dr.  King  dreamed  of  an  America  where  black  men  were  free  from  social 
prejudices  and  hatreds.  He  was  a  man  who  dreamed  of  an  America  where  his 
brothers  and  sisters  could  not  be  denied  an  education  because  their  skins  were 
black.  Martin  Luther  King's  dream  was  all  of  this  and  more,  and  he  died  trying 
to  make  his  dream  a  reality. 

General  Eisenhower,  although  he  was  a  military  man,  dreamed  of  peace  — 
a  lasting  peace  among  nations  and  among  people.  He  carried  this  dream  to  the 
people  of  the  world,  first  as  Allied  Supreme  Commander  during  the  Second  World 
War,  and  then  as  President  of  the  United  States.
